City of East Jordan looking 
at possible utility rate hikes 


Just as the East Jordan City Com- 
mission has hinted in recent months, 
a water rate hike may be in the offing 
for East Jordan city water customers. 

At last week’s regular meeting of 
the East Jordan City Commission, 
Michigan Department of Environ- 
mental Quality representative Robert 
Schneider presented his take on the 
City’s annual Water and Sewer Rate 
Reports, recommending a 15 percent 
increase in water rates as a measure 
to assure that water fund operating 
and maintenance costs can be covered 
without borrowing from other funds 
in the City budget. 

The 15 percent recommendation is 
down from the amount included in the 
recent water report, which would 
have been about a 50 percent increase. 
According to Schneider, however, the 
City’s inclusion of a depreciation 


_ amount is not typical in a rate analy- 
sis, and could-be removed, as. depre-. 


ciation is “not a funded item.” ‘The 
exclusion would bring the proposed 
rate down from a possible $1.74 per. 
100 cubic feet to a more manageable 


$1.13 per 100 cubic foot. “To me that L : 
terms agreed to by. the city in 1999 
._for their water system upgrade. 


looks much better,” Schneider said. 
“[The exclusion of the depreciation 
amount] will not impact revenues 
coming in.” 

Schneider also noted he was 
pleased with the replacement table the 


city had-built into the analysis, add-. 


ing that it’s important to set money 
aside into a replacement account to 
cover additional costs without dis- 
rupting the operating budget. 

As part of the DEQ’s Municipal 
Facilities Section, Schneider’s inter- 
est in the fund is more than academic 
— his assessment is part of an effort 
on the part of the DEQ to be certain 
that the city’s funding of the water 
system is sufficient to cover opera- 
tion costs, in compliance with loan

the areas to look at are sufficiency and 
whether or not rates are proportion- 
ate, so that “you don’t have one group 
of users subsidizing another group of 
users.” As in the water rate analysis, 
Schneider recommended the removal 
of the depreciation amount, dropping 
the proposed rate from $3.13 per 100 
cubic feet, or an increase of about $1 
per 100 cubic feet, to $2.46 per 100 
cubic feet. The reduced increase, 
Schneider told the commission, 
“won't jeopardize the sufficiency of 
revenue.” 

Schneider also recommended that 
the City “take a look at fixed and vari- 
able costs, and make sure they are 
allocated appropriately.” He pointed 
out that since a large portion of the 


population consisted of parttime.resi-_ 


dents, it may be some “users here a 
limited time are not paying their true 
fair share.” 

As with the water fund, Schneider 
determined that the replacement fund 


for the sewer fund “looks good.” 


‘“The methodologies. in both sys- 
tems are in compliance [with DEQ 


- terms],” Schneider concluded. Still, ° 


he added, the water system has been 
running at.a deficit, an issue which

Boyne school 
board approves 
3-building plan 


By a unanimous vote at its meet- 
ing Monday evening, the Boyne City 
Board of Education voted to approve 
a three-building configuration plan, a 
significant change from the four- 
building plan proposed in the 1999 
bond proposal currently funding 
school construction and renovation. 

Under the plan, the district will re- 
tain ownership of the fourth building, 
the current middle school, which will 
be utilized for early childhood and 
other community programming. 

The board action came upon the 
recommendation of interim superin- 
tendent Jim Cooper, who recently pre- 
sented the findings of a Building Con- 
figuration Committee, assembled 
nearly a year ago to research the is- 
sue, 

At last week's public forum, Coo- 
per outlined the information gathered 
by the committee which included eco- 
nomic data concerning both the 
school district and the community, as 
well as enrollment predictions. 

The data painted a picture that was, 
aS many suspected, not supportive of 
continuing at present with a four- 
building configuration. 

The enrollment numbers. though at 
the time of the bond issue were pro- 
jected to increase, have actually de- 
clined, a trend that has continued into 
the current school year. With a pro- 
jected total enrollment of 1,468 in the 
district for the 2001-02 school year 
at the time of the bond issue. actual 
enrollment as of September sat at 
1,242, a deficit of 226 students. Com- 
munity factors cited as influencing 
those numbers include an overall eco- 
nomic slowdown, coupled with in- 
creased housing prices, with the av- 
erage price of home sales in the dis- 
trict jumping from $163,599 in 1998 
to $221,100 in 2001. The creation of 
a charter school, Concord Academy 
Boyne, is also deemed responsible for 
a loss of anywhere from 120-160 stu- 
dents, 

Regardless of the cause, though, the 
200+ student deficit translates into 
about $1.5 million less in state foun- 


dation grants, according to Cooper. 
And with fewer students, some new 
and creative options had to be ex- 
plored. 

The costs to maintain the current 
middle school as an upper elementary 
housing fourth and fifth grade stu- 
dents, as originally proposed in the 
four-building configuration, were also 
reviewed, with a total estimated cost 
of between $467,042 and $499,996 
annually. 

In light of these figures, the com- 
mittee had explored several possible 
uses for the building, keeping in mind, 
Cooper said, the basic goals of mini- 
mizing the need for renovation and 
maximizing the benefit to the district 
and community, while generating rev- 
enues to offset any costs of operation. 

Discussion, Cooper said, centered 
around “what else can be done in [the 
current middle school] building, that 
will be educationally sound, finan- 
cially sound, and serve the interests 
[of the district]. No one,” he added, 
“was ever talking about closing or 
selling the building.” 

Though Alternative Education as 
well as Be-Four and Kindergarten 
programming were discussed as pos- 
sible uses for the building, the best 
use. Cooper proposed, would be some 
sort of partnership with community 
organizations and local business and 
industry. Possible partners already 
contacted include the Northern Lakes 
Economic Alliance, Michigan Works}, 
the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture, Adult Learning Labs, Fam- 
ily Independence Agency, and the 
health department. “Nothing has been 
finalized [except work with the 
NLEAJ,” Cooper said, “but if [the 
opportunity] occurs, they can’t wait 
to talk about the possibilities.” 

One benefit of such partnerships 
would not only, Cooper noted, be to 
build a relationship between such or- 
ganizations and the school district, but 
also help build the economic base of 
the community, and potentially make

Construction Uppate 


The concrete floors in the commons and lobby areas 
have been poured, and the underground conduits in the 
same areas have been inspected. The catwalks are fin- 
ished being erected in the auditorium, and the roofing over 
the auditorium, stage house, commons and lobby areas 
has been completed. The final installation of the interior 
glass in the classroom wing has been done, and the gaps 
around the aluminum windows in the media center have 
been insulated, as well as the finish caulking on the inte- 
rior side of the same windows. The installation of the vi- 
sual display boards and the projection screens in the class- 
room wing has taken olace. The installation of the hard 
tile in the shower rooms is underway, and the roof drains 
in the commons and lobby areas are now finished. Wir- 
ing of the lights in the gymnasium is underway and should 
come to completion in the next week. The pulling of the 
wires in the classroom wing is betng done, as they also 
start to install the technology equipment in the MDF room 
of the classroom wing 

On the schedule for the next two wecks are the tollow- 
ing projects. The block walls and column enclosures for 
the balcony and balcony stairs will start to be Jaid, and 
will take up to three weeks, at which time the concrete 
stairs will be poured. The pouring of the concrete topping 
of the balcony at the back of the auditoriur. will take place, 
as well as pouring of the kitchen floor. The roof expan- 
sion joint covers over the commons and lobby areas will 
be installed if weather permits. The roof over the band 
room, scene storage, and the mechanical room B200 will 
be worked on, as crews install the remaining roof cap. 
The installation of the aluminum trim pieces around the 
media center windows will take place, as they also install 
the remaining casework and fume hoods in the classroom 
wing. The carpet installation and VCT in the classroom 
wing will begin, and Bouma will be taking a moisture 
test this week. The final coat of paint will be applied to 
the HM frames in the classroom wing after the interior 
glass is installed. The painting of the gymnasium will also 
come to a finish, along with the final installation of the 
hard tile in the shower rooms. The toilet partitions in the 
restrooms of the classroom wing will be installed. The 
installation of the folding partitions in the classroom wing 
will be done soon. The continuation of the sprinkler pip- 
ing in area “B” will be underway, as well as the technol- 
ogy cabling in area “A.” The underground mechanical 
and electrical in the kitchen will be finished, as they come 
in to inspect the same in the kitchen area. 

Things remain within schedule, as the crews work hard 
to stay on task. While it may not look as though things 
are being done from the outside any more, they continue 
“quite steadily on the inside.

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Raven Hill gets 
grant for ‘More 
Connections’ 


Raven Hill Discovery Center has been awarded a grant 
of $21,200 from the Michigan Council for Arts and Cul- 
tural Affairs (MCACA) for 2002 More Connections. Last 
year’s grant program, Connections 2001 was by all counts 
enormously successful. 2002 More Connections prom- 
ises a repeat performance in terms of quality, creativity 
and in-depth examination of four different media. 

The four media highlighted in 2002 will be basketry, 
batik, blacksmithing and lithography. 

The grant was awarded to Raven Hill to support inno- 
vative projects that explore the relationship between sci- 
ence and culture, which fits neatly into Raven Hill’s mis- 
sion to make connections that link science, history and 
the arts. The grant was awarded through the MCACA 
Peer Review Process and was one of 470 applications to 
compete for MCACA 2002 funding. 

The program, 2002 More Connections, consists of three 
parts. Part one is the creation of four different displays — 
media boxes — depicting the history, science principles 
used and artwork in four different media — basketry, ba- 
tik, blacksmithing and lithography. The media boxes, 
which are portable, will be on display at Raven Hill 
through September. Later.they will be available to travel 
to schools and museums. In keeping with Raven Hill's 
hands-on philosophy, a hands-on box will accompany each 
display to give viewers a tactile experience to enhance 
the visual experience. 

The second segment of 2002 More Connections con- 
sists of four “invitational” weeks, one for each media, for 
middle and high schoo! students. The students will par- 
ticipate in activities at Raven Hill that demonstrate the 
history, science and art of the media and will create a piece 
of art to take with them. Two weeks of invitationals will 
take place this winter and two more in September. 

During four weeklong sessions in June, July and Au- 
gust interested high school and college students will at- 
tend Summer Art Process Workshops and experience the 
various art processes in depth from collecting and pre- 
paring materials to creating a finished piece in each art 
media. 

The 2002 More Connections grant program will con- 
clude with an open house on Sept. 29 where the public is 
invited to view the exhibits and participants in the sum- 
mer workshops will display their work and give a short 
presentation. 

Organizations receiving a MCACA grant award are 
required to match those funds with other public and pri- 
vate dollars, and last year supporters rallied to meet the 
challenge. The Great Lakes Energy People Fund, The 
Petoskey-Harbor Springs Area Community Foundation, 
Mr. and Mrs. Michael Dow, Ralph and Marilyn Boeker 
and Robert DenHerder and many other generous mem- 
bers of the community contributed to the successful match- 
ing of funds. Schools who participated in the program 
also provided support in the form of bus transportation 
for the students to attend the invitationals. Raven Hill 
will be asking once again for financial assistance to sup- 
port their endeavors in bringing this program to northern 
Michigan. 

Since May of 1992, Raven Hill Discovery Center has 
provided a unique environment of quality learning expe- 
tiences for people of all ages. Its mission is to build con- 
nections linking science, history and the arts. The mu- 
seum and animal room provide hands-on experiences for 
individuals of all ages. Other programs include profes- 
sional development for teachers, school field trips, scout 
activities, summer day camp, adult enrichment seminars 
and family activity days.

They're a modest group, the Boyne City Senior Ad- 
visory Council. Though at first glance, they're practi- 
cal, no-nonsense, and most of all, low-key, much of 
the success in bringing attention to the needs of se- 
niors in the Boyne City area can be attributed to them. 

Originally organized as an advisory board for the 
Boyne City Senior Center, the group found themselves 
quickly moving into the position of advocates for the 
needs of area seniors in general as they took on the 
responsibility of campaigning for a county millage for 
the Charlevoix County Commission on Aging. The 
millage, to support services fo area seniors, passed in 
August of 2000; the Boyne City Senior Advisory Coun- 
cil, however, wasn't done there, having found their 
momentum and a whole lot of other goals to focus on, 
including the establishment of a permanent senior cen- 
ter location in Boyne City. 

Currently comprised of about [0 regular members, 
the group meets monthly, following a regular agenda 
to keep track of the practical matters of keeping the 
senior Center, currently located at the Boyne City City 
Hall, running smoothly. The group also utilizes the 
time to discuss and plan strategies for their current 
project, raising funds for the construction of a perma- 
nent senior center building that Boyne City seniors can 
call their own. 

The members themselves know whereof they speak: 
most are, In fact. seniors themselves. involved for no 
other reason than that someone needed to do some- 
thing. ‘We had to get the bull by the horns.” said mem- 
ber Jean Shaw, of seniors needing to take action to make 
sure needs are met. Member Marie Zoberski joked 
that “I just walked by the door and they pulled me in.” 
Mary Towne is the com, ittee veteran, having been 
involved years ago ina Boyne City senior board which 
was later disbanded after many members had passed 
away or become unable to serve. Through the years, 
Towne maintained her position as treasurer, and “took 
care of it until the current board [was formed].” 

Advisory board member Ron Grunch has been a part 
of the action in senior advocacy even prior to the for- 
mation of the group's current incarnation. He sees the 
board as a necessary focal group for the commission 
on aging, to both bring attention to specific needs within 
the community and to provide feedback on local is- 
sues. Early on, the group was part of the initiation of a 
county-wide assessment to determine senior needs, in 
preparation for the possibility of the millage proposal 
that eventually came to pass. ‘So many people were 
underserved,” Grunch said, noting that many local folks 
in the 70-80 year age range had labored all their lives

at jobs without 401ks or retirement plans. “So many of 
them were trying to live on four, five, six hundred dol- 
lars a month Social Security and keep their homes,” he 
said. “So many were falling through the cracks.” At 
about the time of the board’s formation, the Charlevoix 
County Commission on Aging hired its first full-time 
director, Sue Bergmann, who has since worked closely 
with the advisory board, both on the millage issue and 
other senior needs. 

Since the Commission on Aging is barred from cam- 
paigning for millage funds, the Boyne City Senior Ad- 
visory Council took on the task of getting the word out. 
With some donations, Bergmann said, the group paid 
for signs and advertisements, and were successful in 
getting the millage passed. 

“Our first goal was to get services in the county to 
validate the demand for more buildings and senior cen- 
ters.” Bergmann said. ‘Our primary goal was services.” 
The millage. though, had nothing to do with providing 
for actual construction costs of the senior centers hoped 
for. That's where. once again, the Senior Advisory 
Council comes in. Currently working towards a 
$400,000 goal to cover construction costs, the council 
has collected about $194,000 in donations and grants, 
and has received a land donation from the Boyne City 
Housing Commission for the center to be located adja- 
cent to the current Litzenburger and Deer Meadows se- 
nior apartment complexes. 

Fundraisers are of the grassroots variety, including 
50/50 drawings, raffles. spaghetti dinners, and bake 
sales. The group is also working on more grantwriting, 
and is seeking a major benefactor or two to support the 
project. 

The council, though, is not just about pursuing the 
big causes, but also keeping on top of the detatls that 
keep the senior center a. 1oat at its current location. They 
coordinate combined dinners for folks at Litzenburger 
and Deer Meadows with the senior center, in addition 
to regular meals served at the center. They've imple- 
mented senior activities such as Music Day, Movie Day, 
and Exercise Day. 

They’re also trying to raise awareness about just what 
the senior center is for. It’s a social thing, members say, 
which many people mistake as a charity service. “We 
need to overcome that stigma,” Grunch said. “You do 
not have to be financially disadvantaged to receive ser- 
vices or use the senior center.” 

The Senior Advisory Council meets the first Wednes- 
day of each month at 10 a.m., at the Boyne City Senior 
Center in City Hall. The public is welcome to attend 
meetings, said Grunch, there’s always room for more 
members who want to contribute to the well-being of 
area seniors.
